sion, the whole matter was last even- 
ing referred to the directors of the 
Commercial club, with instructions 
to fully investigate and formulate a 
report with recommendations.- This 
report will then come up at a regu- 
lar meeting for action by the club 
in the form of an expression of posi- 
tion. 


The attendance at the adjourned 


meeting on Thursday evening -was 
good,though hardly so large as at the 
previous session, but the personnel of 
those present included many new 
faces, and many of those who had 
taken part in the previous, discus- 
sion were absent. President Beadell, 
in his introductory remarks, stated 
the object of the meeting, -vcserting 
at the same time that there was no 
desire to be unfair to the electric 
works interests or to the private com- 
pany. One the other hand, there Is 
an unmistakable sentiment in the 
city toward municipal lighting, and 
he expressed the hope that some 
basis might be reached by which the 
permanency of the electric works in 
Fort Wayne could be assured and at 
the same time enable the city ad- 
ministration to fulfill its promises to 
the people. 


DECLARES FOR FRANCHISE. 
Charles S. Bash was the first speak- 


er called upon, and he took a strong 
stand in favor of granting the light- 
ing company its franchise. He rea- 
lized, he said, the desire of the people 
to get more closely in touch with tha 
benefits growing out of the increased 
value of theirvfranchise, but thought 
the present situation different from 
that which surrounded the considera- 
tion of the question of ordinary util- 
ities. He took the position that the 
eiefctric works was doing much* for 
the city and deserved any reasonable 
favor at the hands of the people. He 
believed, if the city,were face to faca 
with the proposition of either losing 
the big. electric works or raising a 
large donation, we would make an 
effort to raise 
the donation. 
Mr. 


Bash declared 'himself in favor of 
granting the lighting company a 
franchise upon almost any terms, 
and asserted 
that if 
Fort Wayne 


never installed a municipal plant, tho 
city would not lose as much as might 
be imagined. Municipal lighting 
costs, 
he 
said, 
10 
per 
cent, 


more to produce than where the light 
plant is operated by a private com- 
pany. Based upon the inducements 
offered for other factories, the elec- 
tric works as it now stands is worth 
a bonus of $175,000 to Fort Wayne, 
and if the future growth :'-. to be as 
marked as the past it will soon be 
worth $700,000 bonus. ' Mr. Bash 
charged that neither of the political 
parties were acting honestly in this 
matter; that they were net saying 
truly what they thought, but were 
throwing- out a "sop" for the voter, 
and said emphatically that in his 
opinion municipal lighting in Fort 
Wayne would prove a rank failure. 
Mr. Bash read a number of replies 
tot questions propounded to other 
cities concerning the operation 
of 


municipal lighting 
plants, 
and 


neany all were • discouraging. 
In 


conclusion he said: "Have we reach- 
ed' a point where industrial progress 
is no longer desirable? Are we ready 
to sit down,.divide the spoils and en- 
joy the fruits of the past and give 
no further encouragement to 
the 


manufacturing interests which have 
made Fort Wayne great?" 


SPOKE FOR COMPROMISE. 


Hon. 
T. E. Ellison stated that hs" 


was a public-ownership man upon 


of supplying light; that the city 
could not contract for lighting under 
ths law for a greater length of time 
than one year; that it could not grant 
the exclusive right to the lighting 
business in Fort Wayne to any com- 
pany. There would be no legal ob- 
stacle, even if the franchise were 
granted to the old company, in the 
way of the city later embarking in 
municipal 
ownership. 
He cited, 


however, that the loss of taxation 
and other fees which would be sus- 
tained in municipal ownership must 
be taken into account and added to 
the cost of lighting by the city, and 
closed with the opinion that the mu- 
nicipal ownership proposition is not 
so rosy as some would have us be- 
lieve. 


AS MB. WOBDEN SEES IT. 


Charles H. Worden, who explained 


that he spoke only his own views 
and was not authorized to speak for 
the lighting company, expressed the 
belief that there was no objection 
upon the part of the members of the 
company to the city owning its mu- 
nicipal plant, but he had never heard 
that the city proposed to do anything 
more than to light the streets; he did 
not understand that it also contem- 
plated engaging in the business of 
commercial lighting. 
The mere 


lighting of the streets, while a mat- 
ter of pride to the lighting company, 
he did not believe a matter of vital 
importance; the main point as he 
saw it was whether the lighting com- 
pany was to have a franchise which 
would enable it to continue in busi- 
ness. 
If the city is determined to 


enter into the municipal lighting 
business, the company, he said, had 
done nothing and would do nothing 
to prevent it. . Later Mr. Worden 
said that if the city intended also to 
embark in commercial lighting there 
might be a question whether the 
franchise ought to be granted. 


Homer C. Underwood 
questioned 


the right of the city to engage in the 
'lighting business after it had grant- 
ed a franchise to a private company, 
expressing the belief that the courts 
would sustain the contention of the 
private company that its

A SOCIALIST VOICE. 


Editor Ackley, of 
the Socialist 


Voice, secured the fioc-r to speak for | 
the 1,000 socialiets which he said 
•were in the city, and presented sta-

idea. Business 


conducted by private corporations, he 
said, was run for profit, while, in the 
case of municipal 
ownership, 
the 


business was run forvthe benefit of 
the whole people. He declared there 
was less likelihood of personal pull 
and political graft with the system 
under municipal ownership, and said 
that corruption is largely removed 
by public ownership. 


B. B. Hanna was next called upon, 


but he stated that he did not regard 
himself as sufficiently well informed 
upon the subject to discuss it at 
length; he was not prepared to say 
whether the price charged for light- 
ing should be fifteen cents per kilo- 
watt or twenty cents per bushel. He 
regarded the matter, however, as one 
which was worthy the most serious 
consideration of the best business 
minds of the city, and while he fa- 
vored securing the opinion of every 
citizen who would give it, he opposed 
having the decision of men who were 
not members go forth as the finding 
of the Commercial club upon this 
subject, closing with the motion to 
refer the matter to the board of di- 
rectors for thorough investigation. 


Before Mr. Hanna's motieto could 


be seconded, W. K. tattimer, an em- 
ploye of the Western Gas Construc- 
tion company and a prominent so 
ciallst, asked permission to address 
the meeting, and did so in a speech 
that eulogized the greatness of Fort 
Wayne and pleaded for public owner- 
ship. He cited the postofflce and the 
public school as instances of the suc- 
cess of the principle, and. asserted 
that while the movement might, and 
probably would 'be 
throttled for a 


time, it could not be long held down. 
E. M. Wilson seconded Mr. Hanna's

Plimley had the endorse- 


ment and backing of Senator Platt, 
of New York, and it may be easily 
Imagined the president had little 
taste for flatly turning down a recom- 
mendation of the senior senator from 
his own stat«, still less when that 
senator was Platt. The appointment 
of Plimley was a blunder which the 
president had the manliness and can- 
dor to confess and do the one thing 
possible to repair it. Presidents be- 
fore Roosevelt have committed sim- 
ilar blunders, but in most cases of 
the sort the executive 
has "stood 


pat" in a wrong effort to justify him- 
self.

The board of safety and the mayor 


held a protracted session yesterday 
afternoon and it was after 5 o'clock 
when 
the 
conference 
adjourned. 


There was no investigation of any- 
thing in particular, but the general 
welfare of the department was dis- 
cussed. In order that all the supe- 
rior officers might know just exactly 
where they were at with the mayor, 
the bonid and each other, Superin- 
tendent Gorsline, Captain Whitney, 
Lieutenant Lapp and the sergeants 
were summoned and remained in each 
other's presence during the session. 
Many things were taken up and the 
officers were emphatically informed 
that petty bickerings must cease and 
cease now, as they would no longer 
be tolerated. The mayor said eacH 
officer from the extra policeman up 
had his superior and that fact must 
be recognized and implicit obedience 
to superiors will be exacted and the 
obedience must be given uncon- 
strained, else there would be some- 
thing doing. The mayor said he did

dent and every man on the active 
force Is subordinate to the superin- 
tendent, whom he would hold re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the de- 
partment. 
This statement he im- 


pressed very forcibly. He then coun- 
seled a warmer sentiment of frater- 
nity and said he hoped to hear no 
more complaints. 


There was no special order given, 


but one result of the conference was 
that last night saloonkeepers were 
notified that they would have 
to 


close promptly at midnight and the 
order was obeyed to the letter and 
so far as the superintendent is con- 
cerned he says it must stay obeyed.
